A Surprising Proposal. 


Senator Borah seems to have a 
penchant for stirring up needless" 
trouble, and we are not surprised 
that his latesfventure into the 
realm -of integnational politics 
should have aroused so’ muth 
astonishment in London. He has 
jntroduced into. the Senate ®& 
resolution requesting the State 
Department to report what steps 
have’ been taken towards’ the 
negotiation of American ¢laims 
against Britain and,.France in 
connection with the violation of 
the rights of neutrals prior to 
‘America’s entry into the war. A 
more unfortugata proposal could 
hiardly have been made, and we 
cannot ' imagine any seTious- 
minded -politicias’ coming for- 
ward with it at this time of day. 
If there was ever any intention 
of pushing such claims, surely 
there was no necessity to wait 
until more than seven years 
after the ccnclusion ‘of the 
war to bring them, forward, 
Morcover, America’s - whole 
position in the matter obviously 
became altered once ‘she joine 
hands with the Allies and herself 
fell in’ with..the general policy 
adopted :towards noutrals. The 
diplomatic correspondent of the 
Daily . Telegraph strosses- that 
point when he urgues that the 
United States will. be estopped 
from advancing such claims by 
her own acta as..8 co-blockader 
after hér entry into the war. We 
ate glad to see that thore is 
hardly any, likelihood of. the 
matter being pushed to extreme 
limits, but all the same, the 
raising, of the issue just now is 
distinctly deplorable. It is likely 
to create the impression that 
Amorica is out for her pound of 
flesh at all costs, and any 
politician assisting in the 
dissemination ‘of such on idea is 
doing: his ‘country .the greatest 
possible disservice. .
